THE NOVICES' CORNER 

Hello again. This month I'd like to discuss antennas. T have just ft- 
nished putting up a ten meter vertical and don't know £4 <t works yet; 
but by the time you read this it will either be working or torn down. 


The ten meter antenna just mentioned was veru simple to make. ALL you 
do 44 measure out two pieces cf conper wine (uninsulated) to 8-1/2 feet. 
Take your coax and solder one Lead to one wine and the other Lead to the 
Pthen wine 40 you come out with a dipole. Next find a pole or tree and 
turn the dipole sideways (that is, up and down) and connect both Leads 
to your pole. Just make sure your pole csn't metak (mine was a Lona 
piece of bamboo found in a ditch). You may want to wrap ckectricak tape 
around the bane leads where the coax joins the antenna to prevent «t 
from shorting out. Run your coax in the window, hook 4t to your niq and 
you'he on. I've found that I have had the Lowest SWR with my set vet 
with this antenna.
